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COUNTERINTELLIGENCE 


NSSD-2-82 considers counterintelligence to mean all measures taken to protect 
against the intelligence activities of foreign countries regardless of method 
or technique. NSSD-2-82 includes classic counterespionage activities, 
operations security, and protective security. Although some may consider 
counterterrorism as counterintelligence, NSSD-2-82 excludes counterterrorism 
activities because of the different countermeasures needed and organizational 
responsibilities involved. The table below summarizes Agency resources that 
are in some way related to counterintelligence for the period FY 1982-FY 1984. 
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The resources in the table have been accumulated from budget cata 
provided for the entire 1984 CIA program but only a portion of them were 
actually targeted in the CI category. The data were collected by directorate 


and reflect the following activities as denoted by the line item entries in 
the table. 
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Cther Activities 


A number of collection, processing and security activities that are 
targeted elsewhere also contribute to the counterintelligence effort. For 
instances, CRAFT and ALLSTAR are included in the ADP target and considered as 
direct support, but the services provided by these services benefit 
counterintelligence. 
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COUNTERTERRORISM 


CiA does not include counterterrorism uncer counterintelligence although the 

FBI and DoD segments of the foreign counterintelligence program do. If these 
resources are added to the CI totals, the scale of the effort is increased by 
some 25 percent in 1984. In our 1984 program there is one ongoing initiative 
and four new initiatives directed against terrorism. 
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
